Veterans’Deadlines 
listed by Pellicio 

Tells V.F.W. Members of 
Benefits that ma^ be 
Lost by Delayed Action^ 

Commander Dominic Pellicio 
Issued a* warning to members of 
Henry Theodore Mohr Post, VF.W., 
at ite meeting that deadlines are 
.app roaching on cert ain benefits to 
which veterans are entlUed. ^ 

Veterans discharged from service 
before July 25, 1947, and who have 
not yet taken advantage of their 
entitlement to education and train¬ 
ing benefits under the Gja Bill were 
reminded by. Commander Pellicio 
that they have only a little more 
than a-year-(and-a, half in which to 
apply for th^se benefits. Co,urses 
must be completed by July 25, 1956. 

Disabled .veterans entitled to 
automobiles under amended provis¬ 
ions of law, must apply before June 
30, 1950. "This means," said Com¬ 
mander Pellicio, "that only about 
six months remain in which to 
apply for the cars." 

Veterans who have held off buy¬ 
ing homes because of high prices or 
for other reasons, cannot get a GJ. 
loan guarantee after July 25, 1947. 
This deadline, applies to veterans 
discharged before July 25, 1947., 
Others discharged since that date 
have ten years after the date of dis¬ 
charge to take advantage of tl;ie 
home loan provisions of the 0.1. 
Bill.

A.A.A. Urges State Adopt 
Permanent License Plates 

The New York State Automobile 
Association this week urged the use 
of permanent license plates, begln- 
rilrig In 1951, as a reyenue-savlrig 
measure and as^a convenience to 
the statels more th^n 3,500,000 
motor-vehicle owners. 

"The system has been adopted by 
five states—Connecticut, Delaware, 
Maryland, Missouri and Wisconsin— 
and from all reports their experi¬ 
ences with it are uhlfonhly good," 
J. R. Crossley, vice-president of the 
Automobilb Club of New York said. 
He announced the Ruto club would 
redouble Its efforts in coming weeks 
to procure legislation in Albany ?p 
that the system can be.Initiated in 
the state next year. A bill incor¬ 
porating this plan is expected to be 
Introduced shortly by Senator Sey¬ 
mour Halpem, chairman ol the New 
York State‘'‘Joint Legislative Com¬ 
mittee on Motor Vehicle Problems. 

The plan would require that the 
State issue two plates which would 
be attachted to the car permanent¬ 
ly. Metal tabs would then be ^dis¬ 
tributed yearly to be affixed to the 
permanent plates. Last year, a 
similar system was used when metal 
1949 tabs were attached to the pre¬ 
vious year's license plates.

But this was not the only time that the anti-trust lavryers made such serious ’’allegations*' against A&P which were false. 

Again, and still again, they brought cases against A&P and suffered defeat. '

The North Carohna Potato Case 


In December, 1941, the anti-trust lawyers brought a criminal suit 
in Wilson, North Carolina. 

They charfi(ed that A&P’s fresh fruit and vegetable buying sub¬ 
sidiary, and other good Americsui citizens, had conspired to fix and 
depress prices paid farmers for potatoes in Ncnrth Carolina, Virginia 
and Mtu'yland. 

.Can anyone imagine any charge calculated to be more damaging to a retail 
grocery business that must rely on farixiers, day after day, for the food we 
distribute to our customers? • 

In^ this case the anti-trust lawyers gave a story to the newspai^rs, telling 
millions of farmers that we were the kind of people who would force their 
prices down, deprive them of a decent income, and lo^er their families* 
living standard. 

Thaae charges were false. » 

They made these charges despite .the fact that, it has always been A&P’s 
policy to pay our farm suppliers fair market prices for all produce; to aid 
agriculture through better distribution of its products; to narrow the spread 
between farm and retail prices; and to help fanners build better markets 
for their products. 

That is why inany thousands of farmers all over the country are noyr conning 
to bur support. * • y . 

When the case finally came to trial, the anti-trustlawyers put on 
as their first witpess a potato expert of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

This expert, who was the antiTtrust lawyers’own witness, testi¬ 
fied that contrary to &e anti-trust lawyers-^allegations,” the 
defendants made every effort to help the Department of Api¬ 
culture in its efforts to aid the potato farmer in better marketing 
pf,,liis products and in getting a better price for his products. 

When jd»e anti-tnvt lav^en bad put in their evidence and had argued their! 
ease Federal Judge G C, Wyche direeted.the jury to bring in a verdict of 


Judge Wyche said to the tmti^drust lawyers: 

have studied this case from the very outset. In my opinion 
there is no testimony produced from which it can reasonably 
be inferred that the defendants entered info ^ '•''mbination to 
depress or lower the price of potatoes. 

'**1 might say that / never tried a case in my life where a greater 
effort, more work, more investigation held been done, combing 
edmost with a fine-tooth comb to gather evidence, as wm done 
in this case. . 

**But, as was said a long time ago, you can*t make brick without 
straw, and you can^t make a case without facts.** 

So, here was a case in which the anti-trust lawyers made seriously damaging 
charges against A&P in which the Judge decided that there were no facts 
to support those charges. . 

That is why we say" the anti-trust lawyers can be wrong and have 
beei^wfong. ^ 

Thot is why we say that they are wrong again, just as fhey were' 
wrong in the Washington bread case anc^ the North Carolina 
potato case. 

We are.going to show the Americap people that the suit to destroy A&P is 
really a suit against efficiency and against real competition.

Minister Tells Rotary 

Rev. .-ArAurX, Pennell 
l.:,_.;..Points to: Regulation 
' As Step in JJkeclidn 

Tlje United States Is definitely 
, headed toward socialism, the Rev. 
^Artour J. Pennell, retired Metho¬ 
dist minister, declared..at the week¬ 
ly supper of the Rotary Club Thurs¬ 
day night in the Mks clubhouse. 

Tbe Rev. Mr. Pennell cited three 
steps on the route to socialism— 
organization, regulation and con¬ 
fiscation, in a talk on "Is Socialism 
Coming^" • 

He showed clearly how things in 
this country that were regarded as 
being considered free enterprize 
years ago, were now being "regu¬ 
lated/' He cited rent control as a 
specific example. “Then," he con¬ 
tinued, "there Is the labor situation. 
.The Federal Government is telling

ulating wages.” "And," he add^, 
"laJbor is saying ft wants more.” 

"Years ago," Mr. Peruiell conced¬ 
ed, "labor was under the heal of in¬ 
dustry, but now things have 
changed.
